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SELECTMEN'S    REPORT 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  views 
on  this  past  year's  operations  and  express  some  of  our  plans 
and  hopes  for  the  coming  year. 

In  doing  this  the  following  questions  come  to  mind : 
Why  did  the  tax  rate  go  up  this  past  year?  Are  we  raising 
enough  money  to  support  the  Town  programs?  Is  the  Town 
growing?  Is  the  Town  keeping  up  with  the  times  and  looking 
to  the  future  ? 

This  past  year,  as  all  of  you  property  owners  realize,  our 
tax  rate  increased.  The  major  reasons  behind  this  increase 
are  due  to  the  increase  in  the  School  Expenditures  of 
$4,505.54,  and  an  increase  in  the  Highway  Dept.  of  $2,000.00. 
Some  of  the  other  appropriations  went  up  slightly.  To  offset 
the  amount  of  money  appropriated  each  year,  the  Town  needs 
equal  increases  in  taxable  property  in  order  to  hold  the  rate. 

Last  year  we  increased  the  Highway  appropriation,  but 
each  year  we  have  had  to  maintain  more  than  the  previous 
year.  This  is  due  to  year  round  use  of  property  in  outlying 
areas  and  increased  traffic  brought  about  by  the  Ragged 
Motmtain  Ski  Area.  We  have  some  other  new  developments 
opening  up  in  other  parts  of  Town  that  will  recjuire  more 
intense  highway  care  and  maintenance.  We  welcome  and 
appreciate  these  new  developments  in  relation  to  our  taxable 
property,  but  we  must  keep  in  mind  that  we  cannot  run  the 
Highway  Dept.  full  time  with  part  time  funds,  or  part  time 
labor,  because  we  have  an  excess  of  50  miles  of  roads  to  take 
care  of. 

As  we  had  anticipated  in  the  past  years,  the  Old  Age 
Assistance  payments  finally  caught  up  to  our  appropriation. 
In  fact  we  had  an  Overdraft  of  $1,150.38.  This  one  area 
brought  our  total  expenditures  in  the  red  for  the  past  year. 


Each  3-ear  we  have  had  more  new  building  in  Town.  In 
1964  we  had  a  net  vakiation  of  $1,727,110.00.  Tn  1966  our 
total  net  valuation  was  $2,097,560.00  or  an  increase  of 
$370,450.00.  This  proves  that  the  Town  is  growing  and  we 
hope  that  this  trend  will  continue  in  the  future. 

The  TRA  Project  was  a  welcome  sight  to  many  of  the 
property  owners  on  \\'alker  Road.  After  a  lapse  of  a  few- 
years  this  project  was  completed  with  a  20  foot  paved  road. 
In  order  to  complete  this  road  we  had  to  use  $2,000.00  out  of 
the  Duncan  Fund  to  go  with  the  amount  of  TRA  money 
available  ($6,075.68  and  $911.35). 

Once  again  our  bridge  projects  worked  out  well.  Tupper 
Bridge  was  replanked  with  concrete  slabs  instead  of  steel 
decking  at  a  saving  of  $467.00.  The  wooden  bridges  located 
on  the  CCC  Road  and  the  Cunningham  Road  were  replaced 
with  concrete  pipe.  We  also  had  to  add  a  four  foot  extension 
to  the  Hiller  Road  Bridge. 

We  have  a  balance  of  $719.37  left  in  the  Bridge  Fund 
and  we  are  again  asking  for  $2,000.00.  We  hope  to  rebuild 
Eckhardt  Bridge  which  is  a  must. 

Again  this  year  we  are  proposing  that  the  Town  pur- 
chase a  new  truck  to  replace  the  present  Town  truck.  We 
have  had  a  committee  help  us  in  drawing  up  the  specifications 
for  a  truck  that  would  do  the  job  required.  Bids  have  been 
received  and  thus  if  Article  No.  4  meets  with  your  approval 
we  will  be  able  to  purchase  a  new  truck  with  approximate 
delivery  within  6  weeks. 

Nobody  can  forecast  the  future  but  we  all  can  see  that 
the  Town  is  growing. 

In  order  for  the  Town  to  progress  efficiently  we  feel  that 
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a  Planning  Board  is  necessary  and  thus  draw  your  attention 
to  Article  No.  21  in  the  Warrant.

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FIRE    COMMISSIONERS'    REPORT 

The  Danbury  Volunteer  Fire  Department  was  organized 
in  1947.  On  the  first  of  January  1949  the  department  or- 
ganized and  started  a  ticket  drawing  to  raise  extra  money  for 
the  department  to  help  defray  the  expenses.  The  total  amount 
of  money  raised  by  the  sale  of  these  tickets  since  1949  up  to 
and  including  the  year  1966  comes  to  a  total  of  $9,112.37. 

From  January  1949  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1956  the 
revenue  from  ticket  sales  was  deposited  in  the  same  account 
along  with  the  Town  Appropriation  and  used  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  the  department. 

In  January  1957  we  started  a  new  account  in  the  bank 
known  as  the  Firemen's  Fund,  depositing  all  the  money  from 
ticket  sales  to  this  account  drawing  interest.  We  have  watched 
this  account  grow  and  we  have  watched  it  go  down. 

From  1957  through  1966  a  total  of  $6,040.85  has  been 
deposited  in  this  account  from  ticket  sales  out  of  which  we 
have  spent  a  total  of  $4,167.26.  This  money  was  used  to  pur- 
chase new  equipment,  installing  a  new  heater  in  the  Fire- 
house,  donations  to  the  children's  Christmas  Party,  Commu- 
nity Tree,  Family  Benefit  Fund,  Little  League  Baseball  In- 
surance, Firemen's  Sick  Fund,  Franklin  Hospital  Building 
Fund,  etc. 

We  are  very  happy  and  thankful  to  have  this  fund  and 
owe  you  the  public  many  many  thanks  for  3^our  loyal  support 
by  purchasing  these  tickets. 

This  year  the  boys  in  the  department  have  voted  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $3,500.00  to  purchase  a  new  truck  chassis  to 
replace  the  Ford  chassis  under  the  tank  truck.  This  will  make 
the  tank  truck  new  throughout  as  we  have  a  new  tank,  new 
side  delivery  pump  and  new  booster  hose. 
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This  year  we  are  asking  the  taxpayers  for  the  sum  of 
$600.00  to  help  meet  the  expenses  of  the  department.  Some 
of  this  money  will  be  used  to  purchase  some  new  1^"  hose 
to  replace  some  of  the  1}4"  hose  we  have  which  is  over  25 
years  old. 

Hoping  this  will  meet  with  your  approval,  and  again 
many  thanks  for  ^'lour  very  loyal  support.

Due  to  everyboch"'s  cooperation  and  the  fact  that  we  had 
considerable  amount  of  rain  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  we 
held  our  Forest  Fire  bills  to  a  minimum. 

The  only  fire  which  cost  the  town  an}"  money  was  the 
small  fire  at  the  old  sawmill  by  the  Grafton  town  line.  Ban- 
bury's share  for  this  fire  was  $13.30. 

A  total  of  82  permits  were  issued  for  brush  burning  for 
the  past  year. 

A  total  of  22  incinerator  permits  were  issued  but  we 
hope  this  will  increase  this  coming  year,  because  this  total 
represents  approximately  50  per  cent  of  the  incinerators  in 
town.  The  state  law  concerning  incinerators  is  that  each  one 
shall  have  a  permit  only  after  it  meets  the  requirements  per- 
taining to  the  burner  and  the  cover.
